Bh ini shy a Jadhav, a notorious bad character, along with four 
associates came to the non-vegetarian stall at the Hotgi 
Railway Station platform in Maharashtra and demanded food 
to be served to them. When the still-keeper said he could 
not cater because of the late hour, Lalsha Bhimshya Jadhav 
got enraged and threatened him with his country pistol 
The crowd that had collected melted away, Shri S. G. 
Kallur, a Mysore State Police Officer, who was nearby took 
out his revolver and threw himself on Lalsha Bhimshya 
Jadhav, After a struggle- Lalsha Bhimshya Jadhav was over- 
powered and handed over to the local police. 

Tn this incident Shri Siddaramappa Gadiuappa Kallur 
acted with gallantry in tackling an armed ruffian even 
though the place of occurrence was outside his jurisdiction 
Me showed great presence of mind and courage.

On the 4th June. 1967, a battalion of the Indo-Tibetan 
Border Police was conducting a special exercise in Pithora- 
garh district. It was necessary to cross a glacial stream which 
was in spate and the- current Was extremely strong. Com- 
mander M. S. Kobli, Commandant of the battalion, started 
crossing at a point where the stream was - about 49 feet wide, 
Die next moment he unexpectedly went into deep water and 
Was almost drowned. When he surfaced lie was caught by 
the strong current and swept away. Seeing Commander 
Kohli’s plight, Shri Gian Singh jumped into the stream at 
the risk of his own life since he did not know how to swim. 
Wien Commander Kohli came to the surface for the second 
time, he was half unconscious because of the injuries receiv- 
ed from the boulders in the river on which he fell and also 
because the ice-cold water had numbed his body, Shri Gian 
Singh succeeded in reaching him and taking hold of the 
windproof jacket which was tied round Commander Kohli’s 
neck, swung him towards the river bank and brought him 
ashore. This incident occurred at a height of 13,000 feet 
and at a time when the police party was physically and 
mentally exhausted as they were returning from, six weeks of 
strenuous exercise in high altitudes. 

Shri Gian Singh showed conspicuous gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty in saving, the life of his Commander. 

2. This award is made for gallantry ttnder rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and Fire 
Services MedaT and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 4th 
June. 1967/

(lx) No female candidate whose marriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
in.UTiT.ge or who has married a per on who Ins a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the Scrvices/posts, nppointments to which are 
made on the result of this competitive examination, unless the 
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Government of India, after being satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so, exempt any female candidate 
from the operation of this rule. 

(c) A person married to a foreign national shall not be 
eligible for appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B). 

(d) A person with more than three children will not be 
eligible for appointment to I.F.S. (B), 

8. A candidate already in Government service whether in 
a permanent or a temporary capacity must obtain prior per- 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service/post. A candidate who after such medical exami- 
nation, as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is 
found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed, Only such candidates as are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

Note, — In the ease of the disabled ex-Defence Services per- 
sonnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered ade- 
quate for the purpose of appointment.

session or accessible to him unauthorised papers, books or 
notes etc, in the examination hall may, in addition to render- 
ing himself liable to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period : — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates: and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment under 
ihem. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is al 'eady in service under Government. 

15. Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Custcs and the Scheduled Tribes in respect o” 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Scheduled Cattes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribe:: 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modification 
Order, 1956, rear with Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribe', 
Orders (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Constitution (Jammu & 
Kaihmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution 
(Andaman and Micobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1959. the Const!. ution (Dadra and Nagar Havcli) Scheduled 
Castes Order, i 962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nnga 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution 
(Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order. 1964 end the Consti- 
tution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh), Order 1967. 


16. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that, order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that a reserve list containing names in the order 
of merit, the number of which would be determined by Gov- 
ernment before fhe declaration of the results of the examina- 
tion, may be drawn up for being utilized for making appoint- 
ments to Grade II pf the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service before the declaration of the results of the next 
Stenographer’s Examination. 

Provided further that any candidate belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not quali- 
fied by the standard prescribed by the Commission for any 
Service /post, is declared by them to be suitable for appoint- 
ment thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency 
of administration, shall be recommended for appointment to 
vacancies reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes as the case may be.

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of fhe examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

19. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment. unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suit- 
able in all respects for appointment to the Servicc/post.

Note (ii).— Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualify- 
ing standard in the dictation at 120 words per minute will rank 
above, the candidates who obtain the same standard in the 
dictation at 100 words per minute, persons in each group 
being arranged inter sc in order of their merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate.

SCHEDULE

Note. — The standard of the question papers in Part A will 
be approximately that of the Matriculation examination of an 
Indian University. 

English. — The paper will be designed to test the candidates' 
knowledge of English Grammar and Composition, and 
generally their power to understand and ability to write 
correct English. Account will be taken of arrangement, general 
expression and workmanlike use of the language. The paper 
may include questions on essay writing: precis writing; draft- 
ing; correct use of words; easy idioms and prepositions; direct 
and indirect, speech, etc. 

Genera! Knowledge.— Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year Plans, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, everyday 
science and such mailers of every day observation as may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidates’ answers are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the ques- 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book.

or office. 


(?) Persons recruited to Grade II of the Service will be 
eligible for promotion to the next higher grade in accordance

(6) Persons appointed to Grade II of the Service in 
pursuance of their option for that service will not, after 
such appointment have any claim for transfer or appointment 
to any post included in tho Cadre of the Indian Foreign 
Service (B) or the Railway Board Secretariat Service Scheme. 

Note. — The Central Secretariat Stenographers' Service is 
being reorganised. 


B. Railway Board Secretariat .Stenographers’ Service 

(a) The service conditions of Stenographers employed in 
the Ministiy of Railways so far as recruitment, training, 
promotion, etc. are concerned, are regulated by the Railway 
Board’s Secretariat Stenographers' Service Scheme, which is 
no the lines of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
Scheme. 

(by The Railway Board. Secretariat Stenographers Service 
consists of the following two grades. 

(i) Stenographers’ Grade I — Rs. 350-25-650. 

(ii) Stenographers’ Grade .11 — Rs, 210-10-270-15-300-

Direct recruitment is made in Grade II only, The posts 
in Grade 1 are filled by promotion from amongst Grade II 
Stenographers. Grade IT Stenographers on promotion to 
Grade I. are allowed a minimum pay of Rs. 400 per month. 

Grade I Stenographers are also considered for promotion as 
Section Officers in accordance with the rules in force from 
time to time against the quota reserved for them. 

(c) The Railway Board's Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
is confined to the Ministry of Railways and the staff are not 
liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the Central Secre- 
tariat Stenographers’ Service. 

( d ) Officers of the Railway Board’s Stenographers Service 
recruited under these rules ; 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 

(ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Railway 
Provident Fund under the rules of that fund as arc 
applicable Ter Railway servants appointed on the dale 
they join service. 

(e) The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the privilege of passes and privilege ticket orders 
on the same scale as are admissible to other Railways Staff. 

( 0 As regards leave and other conditions of service, staff 
included in the Railway Board’s Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service are treated in the same way as other Railway staff 
but in the matter of medical facilities they will be governed 
by rules applicable to other Central Government employees 
with headquarters at New Delhi. 

C. Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade II of the Steno- 

graphers Sub-cadre 

The scale of Grade II of the SSC of the Indian Foreign 
Service (») is Rs. 2 10-1 0-270- 15-300-EB-15-450-EB-20-530. 
The officers appointed to Grade II of the SSC of the I.F.S. 
(Branch ‘B’) will be governed by the I.F.S. Branch ‘B’ 
( RSCP) Rules, 1964, I.F.S. (PLCA) Rules, 1961 as made 
applicable to I.F.S. ’B’ officers and such other rules and orders 
as may be made applicable (o them by the Government of 
India. 

The Indian foreign Service Branch (B) is confined to the 
Ministry of External Affairs and Indian Missions abroad. 
The officers appointed to this service are normally not liable 
to transfer to other Ministries except the Ministry of Com- 
merce. They are. however, liable to be posted abroad 
against the posts borne on the strength of other Ministries 
and also liable to be posted to International Commissions elc. 
they are liable to serve anywhere in India or outside India, 
including non-family stations. 
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Stenographers Grade IT (Class II — ncn-Gazettcd) — 
Rs. 21 0-10-270- 1 5-300-EB- 1 5-450-EB-20-530, 


During service abroad ITS(B) officers 'are granted foreign 
allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which may 
be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon the cost 
of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, the 
following concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad, in accordance with the 1FS (PI CA) Rules, 1961. as 
made applicable to IF_S(B) Officers : — - 

(i.) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale prescribed by the Government. 

fii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 

(iii) Annual return air passage for children between the 
ages of 8 and IS, studying hi India to visit their 
parents during the long vacation subject to certain 
conditions. 

fiv) An allowance for the education of children up to a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 5 
and 18 at rates prescribed by Government from 
time to time. 

(v) Outfit allowance in connection with service abroad, 
in accordance with the prescribed rules and at rates 
fixed by Government from time to time. In addi- 
tion to ordinary outfit allowance, special outfit 
allowance is admissible to officers posted in coun- 
tries, where abnormally cold climatic conditions 
exist. 

(vi) Home loave passage for officers and their families 
in accordance with the prescribed rules. 

The revised leave Rules, 1933 as amended from time to 
time, will apply to members of the service, subject to certain 
modifications. For service abroad, except in some neigh- 
bouring countries, officers are entitled to an additional credit 
of leave to the extent of JO per cent of leave admissible 
under the Revised Leave Rules. 

While in India, Officers are entitled to such concessions 
as are admissible to other Central Government Servants of 
equal 'and similar status. 

Officers of the IFS (B) arc governed by the General Provi- 
dent Fund (Central Services) Rules 1960, as amended from 
time to time and by orders issued thereunder. 

Officers appointed to (his service are governed by the 
Liberalised Pension Rules, 1950. as amended from time to 
lima and by orders issued thereunder.
